Tho project of a railway to cunnect the 
Kowloon peninsula with the city of Canton 
is now quite pu old one: It was first_seri- 


ously talked about some sixteen years ago, 


years later, in 1889 (if we remember aright), 
formed to obtain the concession for its con- 
struction. After.much trouble His Excel- 
loney the then Viceroy of the. Two Kwang 
npproved the scheme and strongly‘ recom- 
‘Lmended it to the Imperial Government at 
Peking, but for some reason-~-probably 
sufficient palm-oil had not been dispensed — 
it never received the Imperial sanction,. A 
survey ws made, however, und an official 
document, of which a translation wae 
published in our columns, was issued, giving 
the Toute it would take.’ The Kowloon 
terminus wns to be at Sam-shui-po, at thut 
time on the Chinese frontier; thence it was 
‘Tto be curried to Sham-ehun, Po-kak, and 
Shib-lung, passing throngh Tang-tau-bia 
and Chan-ping. From -Shih-lung or Shek- 
loong it was to cross the: river at Nia Shek- 
tony, go on through the Liang family's 
village, Tang-ha,  Tung-chang-tan, 
Shik-tse’'an, where it would ugatn cross the 
river to ‘La-tun-tsan nd: Sinkai. From 
thence, passing ts the back of Sin-tung, it 
would cowe out on the river aud enter the 
Pwon-vu district at Nun-kang. From there, 
paxsiig to the back of the Polo Temple and 
the Niushan Batteries, it would reach 
Wuyuug, a inarket. town, frown which place 
it would be carried across ‘the Sze.pei-H to 
the. south-east cornet of the city of Canton, 
having its terminus at the’ Ticaisin Matow, 
the official wharf. The totul length of this 
line. was said to be 380 di, or about 127 miles,

“More 
than five years have elapsed, and while work 
on the Hankow-Canton section is pro- 
gressing steadily, not a single sod has been 
tiirned of the line to counect it. with its ses 
ward terainus. The fact is being brought, 
ominously home to ue, and the recent com- 
pletion of the ‘firet section of aucther line 
from Canton to Samshui has painfully 
emphasised backwardness in this 
great work: of opening up South Chiua.

’ The laying out of King’s Park, Kowlonn, is 
“hanging Bre” on account of tho War Dopart- 
ment stubbornly refusing {o accept a fair offer 
from the Colonia! Offles, Reasonable compensa- 
tion for relinquishing certain Isnds in the 
vicinity of that littlo bill overlooking ILanghom 
Bay hns-beon rejected. . At the time King’s 
Park was presonted to tho Colony —whon Major- 
General Sir William Gascoign ‘was acting as 
Govornor during tho nbsence of Sir Honry Blake 
—eertale oundarics encircling some 1:}0 acres 
were drawn out. No one gave a thought to the 
War Department raising an objection to handing 
over, for suitable compensalion, apparently 
waste lands ‘Tho boundsries wore mapped: ont 
as follows:-—-Tho rango of bills runuisy from 
(ho Glassworke, Austin Road and thy sea, the 
Police riflo-range, the ‘riffe-butts, Now, how- 
over, itis peither deci led what extent the park is 4 
to cover, nor whal-lines are to bo its bou nlurios. 
One would think the War Dopartmontis rgard- 
ing ite own wide of the question without, con- 
sidering. the Colony. It is unwilling to 
concede for fair terme a, piece of propurty In* 
significant frow a strategical point of view.
